Scarcely half a dozen pairs of 
eyes had ever looked on the ma- 
terial until 12:01 Saturday morn- 
ing, when in an unforgettable at- 
mosphere and (flashlight bulb 
lightning, a fist-fight between two 
newsreel cameramen, and the 
tense ecstasy of 25 Loncoln au- 
thorities, the matter was removed 
from its tomb-like safe by Library 
officials. 

Those familiar with the -matter, 
which was removed from the 
White House in eight trunks 11 
days after Lincoln’s death, were 
tight-lipped indexers and persons 
in charge of recording the~-tim- 
mense treasure on a 
which runs two miles long. A nor- 
mal reproduction of the matter, 
in actual size, would have cost 

he Library more than $5,000,000. 
Copies of the microfilm soon will 
be available, at about $500, for 
schools, libraries and_ historical 
societies 

Basler, who shares the belief 
that Robert Lincoln § destroyed 
much of his father’s more intimate 
or personal written reflections, 
pointed to the fact that the huge 
store of items contains only one 
letter to Mrs. Lincoln and only 
one innocuous message—a _ tele- 
gram—from Robert Lincoln to his 
father.

VALDOSTA, July 26—(>— 
Georgia and Florida tobacco grow- 
ers sold 15,661,526 pounds of flue 
cured leaf in the first two days 
of the 1947 marketing season, at 
an average of 43.92 cents a pound, 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture announced Saturday. 


Receipts totaled $6,878,661. 

The average was 1.45 cents a 
pound lower than the record open- 
ing week of last year, but it was 
the second highest week in his- 
tory of the Georgia-Florida be'lt. 

Cutters and better quality lugs 
were from one to five cents a 
pound higher than opening week 
last year, but the Department of 
Agriculture reported most leaf 
grades, primings, nondescripts and 
poor-quality lugs were lower. 

Leaf grades were from one to 
13 cents off, the marketing report 
said, with lower-quality lugs and 
primings from one to four cents 
lower. Declines on nondescript 
ranged from 5.25 to 8.25 cents a 
pound.

We Miss ‘Em-- 
Those WAVES

We miss them, those trim, perky little WAVES 
who polka-dotted the fabric of Atlanta’s wartime 
dress. This is the fifth anniversary of “Women 

Accepted for Volunteer Emergency Service.” as 
} the feminine group of the Naval Reserve was of- 
mente ficially designated. 
We called them “little” WAVES. 

They all seemed little. Their uniform of blue jacket and skirt 
and saucy hat may have given them a trimmer silhouette than wom- 
en in other branches of the service. All of them seemed to have 
that freshly groomed, “pony” quality one associates with airline 
hostesses. 

The WAVES ran about Atlanta at an exciting rate during those 
grim days. Girls with yeoman rating badges on their sleeves | 
ried briskly about downtown on errands. They moved out 
periods for soft drinks in small fleets. Visitors at the Naval Ai 
Base found them seriously teaching husky fliers how to navigate 

lind in link trainers. They stood watches in the control towers 
and sang out in impersonal, soprano accents the orders that kept 
the runways free. 

Whenever they made a liberty ashore in Atlanta, they cruised in 
twos and threes, able to take care of themselves in any emergency 
in a city full of frolicking soldiers, sailors and marines. 

Standards were high in the WAVES. From the inception of the 
organization under the command of Mildred McAfee Horton through 


of Capt. Joy Bright Hancock, the WAVES attracted the highest 
type of young womanhood. They always showed themselves neat, 
well caught up, punctilious in observance of Naval etiquette. 
“Seagoing’” was the word for it. 

Magazines now and then have run old-time pictures of the 
“Yeomanettes” of World War I who served on shore stations in 
an enlisted status. The poor things were dressed in ankle-lengtt 
skirts, middy blouses and unbecoming hats. They meant well, but 
their uniforms were far below their spirit in attractiveness 

Those yeomanettes must have pleased the Navy Department, 
for this time there were 80,000 WAVES on 900 stations in con- 
tinental United States, Hawaii, Alaska, Puerto Rico, the Aleutians 
and Bermuda. 

Atlanta misses them and gives all of those we saw a cheerful 
salute wherever they may be. Between us, quite a few who served 
here remained to marry and settle down to a permanent shore duty, 


Education, Obviously, Is No Cure-All 


It seems to be news in Berkeley, Cal., that there is no shortage 
of males in the world. An expert named Dr. Paul Popence, Direc- 
tor of the American Institute of Family Relations in Los Angeles, 
has studied all the figures (the ones in the books, that is), on the 
subject, and revealed this week that American women aren't con- 
demned to spinsterhood, Not by a long shot.

It may be a hot day in July 
for Atlanta, but in Rich’s 
bakery on the sixth floor, “it 
might as well be spring.”

Of course, cake decorating 
is just a small part of the ac- 
tivity that goes on in Rich's 
bakery during the eighteen 
hours each day that it’s in op- 
eration. Two shifts of work- 
men, emploving a total of nine- 
teen persons, make up _ the 
corps that turn out thousands 
of pounds of cakes and pastries

Of course, Cal- 
lie has some assistance now, 
but she always manages to be 
on hand to see that the quality 
of the pies stays the same. 
These pie and cake makers 
are part of the day-crew in the 
bakery, but to the night shift, 
under the supervision of Mr. 
Chester Autray, goes the job of 
making the breads, including 
loaf breaas, a half dozen differ- 
ent kinds of rolls, Danish pas- 
tries, and the breakfast favor- 
ites—Jumbo Doughnuts. 


For Mother's Day 


aione the bakery filled 150 spe- 
cial orders for cakes, and dur- 
ing two days of Rich's eighti- 
eth anniversary week, they 
baked and decorated and sold 
900 pounds of cakes. It was a 
big rush for everyone con- 
cerned’ and didn’t leave much 
time for one of the most de- 
lightful jobs—decorating spe- 


cial “nursery rhyme” cakes for 


children. “The Old Woman in 
the Shoe” is one of the most 
popular cake pictures. But 
“Humpty Dumpty” and “Jack 
and Jill” are regularly in with 
the favorites.

Do you ever pause 
to ask her for credentials, or for what charity she 
ls soliciting noney ? 

Too often, she is proving that one of America’s 
great virtues--the decent, sympathetic response 
to a plea for the unfortunate—can be turned into 
a racket. She may be depending on you to put 
money into her own pocket by “doing unto others 
aS you would have them do unto you.” 

[In the name of brotherly love, seeking aid for 
the needy, grafting promoters are capitalizing 
generosity into a gigantic gyp of the public reach- 
ing $100,000,000 annually. 

Better Business Bureaus and the Nationa! In- 
formation Bureau, organizations alert to protect 
legitimate philanthropy, recently have nominated 
fake charity solicitors for a new high in racketeer- 
ing effrontery and shamelessness. 

Almost every city has been victimized by 
charity -collecting frauds that have taken big 
money. Laws in some states permit charters for 
charitable organizations for as low as $12. 

Frequently these charters amount to a license 
to defraud. New York City in five years has 


raised $61,000, gof Which $50,000 went

child: The Illinois State Department 
of Welfare filed suit for revocation of its charter. 
The directors resigned and the outfit went into 
receivership. 

A self-styled bishop, William Frederick Tyarks, 
with three colleagues, operated a _ fraudulent 
church in New York City 10 years before the law 
caught up with them. They netted $100,000 a year 
from charitably inclined businessmen. 

Tyarks had obtained for $12 a state charter 
for the “American Catholic Orthodox Church.” 

There was no connection with the Roman or 
Greek Catholic Churches. He made himself bishop 
and ordained his fellow crooks “fathers.” 

He obtained two ground-floor storerooms in a 
tenement district, one a “gospel hall” and the 
other a “rectory.” 

When detectives raided the headquarters they 
found a pile of comic books in the rectory and the 
gospel hall turned out to be a barren room with 
a pulpit rail, a cross behind it, no chairs and 
an oil stove, 

The bishop and his associates, all of whom 
dressed in clerical garb, combed the business dis- 
trict by direct mail, telephone, and in person. 

They claimed the church sheltered permanently 
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revoked 17 such charters because of fraud.
